The 26 below temperature, reg- 
fistered Sunday at 7:30 a.m., was 
only the third lowest experienced 
during the winter. 


CONTINUED COLD 

Outlook is for continued cold 
with little snow. 

All traffic through Edmonton, 
with the exception of a few trains, 
has completely returned to nor- 
mal. Bus and air traffic was run- 
ing on schedule and most trains 
vere arriving on time, but one 
CNR train is reported to be four 
hours late. 

Officials of the weather office in 
Edmonton reported that with the 
six inches of snow that blanketed 
the district Thursday and Friday, 
snowfall for the winter is about 13 
inches more than normal.

“The 
reason is the same as that which 
prompted Russian proposals on dis- 
armament in the United Nations 
Assembly.” 


CONSCRIPTION STAYS 

Alexander also bluntly rejected 
suggestions that Britain abandon 
peace-time conscription. Such a 
policy, he said, “would dismay our 
friends and serve to encourage 
those who think it is to our ad- 
vantage to leave a vacuum in West- 
ern Europe.” 

Britain already has cut its arm- 
ed forces to under 1,000,000 to re- 
lieve a manpower shortage in in- 
dustry, Alexander said, and “of 
the 700,000-odd men who will be 
in the forces in March, 1949, only 
some 400,000 will be trained 
regulars.” 

He said none of the services 
would be reduced so drastically 
they would be unable to “discharge 
their proper functions.” British 
troops will be withdrawn from 
Palestine by Aug. 1, but adequate 
forces will remain in the Middle 
East, Alexander told the house, 


BACK UNITED NATIONS 

He said Britain would continue 
to support the United Natjons, al- 
though “that organization has not 
| developed as we had hoped.” 

Until the UN shows it can stop 
war, Alexander said, “we must de- 
velop arrangements which will 
allow peace-loving nations of the 
world-nations for whom democracy 
is something more than a conveni- 
ent catchword and a mask for prac- 
tices alien to it—to combine ef- 
|fectively against aggression.”

Editor, Bulletin—My father-in- 
law was the head engineer at an 
animal charcoal manufactory in 
Bristol, England for many years 
until he retired at a ripe old age 
on a pension, and passed away 
in his ninetieth year in 1923. 

His firm used to import ship- 
loads of al] kinds of animal bones 
most of them putrid and the 
maggots were often used by 
fishermen for bait. 

These bones had to be sorted 
out, the human from the animal, 
as human bones always burned 
white and would spoil the black 
charcoal of the animal bones. 

They were then boiled in large. 
boilers, bringing the fat to the 
top, which was then clarified by 
spraying it with hydrochloric acid 
carrying the refuse to the bottom 
of the boilers. The fat was then 
run into barrels, It had a brown- 
ish cream color and much of it 
was exported to Holland to be 
made into margarine, whilst other 
portions were used for making 
soaps, etc. 

After the bones had been clean- 
ed by boiling, they were put into 
large retorts and sealed, then 
subjected to fire which burned 
them black and the gas from 
them was taken off and forced 
through tanks of vater and used 
for lighting the factory, This left 
sulphate of ammonia and the 
water was highly charged with 
ammonia and many people used 
some of it as a liniment for rheu- 
matism and such complaints. The 
charcoal was then ground up ac- 
cording to size required and used 
for sugar refining.

Paste Wax Best 
For First Waxing 


You'll get better results for your 
efforts in shinning up floors if you 
| know your stuff about floor waxes 
and the methors of application, 

Paste wax, which is harder to 
apply than liquid waxes, is never- 
theless recommended for the in- 
\itial waxing of wood floors, 

The paste rubbed well into the 
| pores and grain of the wood seals 


/the surface and simplifies subse- 
quent upkeep. 

Liquid waxes, which are recom- 

mended for the periodic polishing 
|of floors, are of two types, One 
wax tple is a solution of a flam- 
mable, volatile solvent (usually a 
| petroleum derivation), The other 
type—a water emulsion wax—is 
nonflammable and is usually des- 
leribed as “self-polishing.” 
You can determine whether 
| liquid wax is flammable or non- 
|flammable by pouring a drop or 
two onto a teaspoon and igniting 
with a lighted match. 

Either type of liquid wax may 
be used on most floor surfaces. 
| The volatile solvent wax is not 
recommended for use on rubber 
!or asphalt tile, 

Use either type of wax sparing- 
ly, A thin coat wears longer than 

a thick coat and will, as a rule, 
| be less slippery,
